The Mollneux Trial. 


New York, Jan. 24.—In the trial of. 


Roland 5 Monileux for the murder of 
Mrs. Katnerlne J. Adams, Recorder 
Goff admitted as evidence the testi- 
mony of the defendant when he was a 
witness in the coroner's inquest into 
the death of Mrs. Adams. The defense 
fought bitterly against the admission 
o£ this testimony, and half a day was 
spent in discussion of its admlssibllity. 
Finally the recorder ruled that Moli- 
neux, while before the coroner's jury, 
was not charged 'with murder, and 
that Mr. Osborne might place Moli- 
neux's testimony before the jury. Two 
flat contradictions between Molineux's 
testimony at the iaquest-and the evi- 
dence produced in his trial exist At 
the coroner's inquest Molineux denied 
ever having used or seen any of the 
tri-crescent robin's-egg blue paper. In 
the trial the Bums letter,-signed by

PHYSICIANS FOR SCHOOLS. 


clpMa's New Plan to "Ward Off 


Epidemic DtKcasCK. 


The new system of physicians' vol- 


untary inspection of schools in Phila- 
delphia was inaugurated the other day. 
Two hundred physicians of both sexes 
began the Inspection at 0:30 o'clock, 
and the first day's work demonstrated 
the entire practicability and simplicity 
of the plan as well as Its value. 


The schools -which are to receive the 


benefit of these Inspections arc the pri- 
mary, secondary and grammar grades 
and certain special and higher grades, 
Including- the Central Manual Training 
school, Industrial An school and oth- 
ers. 


It Is found tlmt the visits of the doc- 


tors do not disturb the routine of 
school work, but add considerably to 
its value, says the Philadelphia North 
American. Their duties .ire to exam- 
ine all pupils who report themselves or 
appear to be suffering trom suiy com- 
plaint, such as headache, rash, stom- 
ach trouble, etc., and If necessary tlie 
pupil is sent home, with a card statins 
the symptoms of the ailment arid rec- 
ommending a diagnosis by the family 
physician. 


All girl pupils are to be examined in 


the presence of the principal or in- 
structor. But one protest has yet been 
received against the plan, and this one 
will not be pressed. It is believed that 
the new system of inspection will pre- 
vent'in the future all epidemics and 
spread of contagious diseases among 
students and will bo especially promo- 
tive of better health and eyesight 
among children.
